The opinion was freely expressed in 


s litical circles to-day that no sop will be 
thrown to the silver men in the way of 
an international monetary conference, 
but. that the people will be called upon 
to make their choice between existing 
conditions and a line of action which 
would throw the United States upon go- 
Ing -It alone on a silver basis. 
Under 


present circumstances the President is 
well intrenched in excuses for not aiding 
In bringing about a. monetary conference* 
Senator Cockrell of Missouri, in a talk 


i with a reporter to-day, said be had nev- 
1 er entertained any hope of an inerna- 
national agreement upon silver, and he 
had be.en trying since 1893 to convince 
the people that such a thing is possible. 
He expresses. his belief that the leading 
! nations of Europe, England in particu- 
lar, will not agree to an arrangement 
for the complete rehabilitation of silver. 
This fact, he said, was demonstrated at 
the ' Brussells' conference by the state- 
ments of De Rothschild 
and 
his col- 


leagues. Their desire said Senator Cock- 
rell, is -to make silver merely a subsi- 


, diary- 'currency, redeemable in gold. In 
. fact they want everything under, the 
.. sun redeemable in golc!. The gold of the 
\ world is held by a syndicate of bankers, 
: and the elevation of Uie sold standard 


will make more profit of the owners of 


:. the gold 'than any other employment to 
' which that metal can be placed. 


They regard silver as currency, ana 


i.even .the President, in his letter to-day, 
speaks of it as such, he i-aM. 
|. Senator Cockrell saiU he had not par- 


ticularly examined the status of the laws 
upon the subject to ascertain what ex- 
isting power there is for the calling- of 
a conference .by the United States, for 
the very reason that he thinks the con- 
ference, if held, would prove fruitless, 
and therefore he has no interest in the 
matter. He had no share, he said, in 
the framing of the clause in the sundry 
civil appropriation bill authorizing this 
government to send delegates to a. con- 
ference called) by another country, but 
he 
thought that nothing .in that act 


•\vbulci warrant the President of 
the 


United States in taking the initiative in 
the assembling of a conference. 


Many people interested in the situa- 


tion believe that the President and his 
advls.ers, "the administration," in fact, 
think that a large proportion of the in- 
habitants of this country are gravitating 
towao-d the idea that the Un-lted States 
can undertake free coinage single-handed, 
arid that those people may soon announce 


- thtir Ideas through the 'Dallot. In thid 
ccntlngency it is thought to be the opin- 
icn of. the administration that the best 
policy; to be pursued is to lay aside all 
talk of International agreements and 
meet the people upon the plain ground of 
scund currency against unsafe silver in- 
flation and fight it out on this line. 
• The interest the administration takes 
in the campaign againat the free silver 
movement 
is 
undisguised. Secretary 


Carlisle will deliver two speeches on the 
subject of currency, but largely devoted 
to silver. He will probably speak once 
lr Kentucky and once in Tennessee early 
in May. His, Kentucky speech may be 
delivered in Louisville,, although 
there 


have been requests from hia old home in 
Ccvingtcri to talk to the people there. In 
Tennessee he will speak at Memphis or 
.Nashville. Other members of the Cabi- 
net will also speak on the silver question, 
although times and places have not been 
fixed. They believe .that a campaign of

have ths effect of checking the movement 
toward free silver, which they believe 
has become a serious menace to the in- 
tegrity of the Democratic party. 


Mr. Tohn De Witt Wa<rner of New York, 


one' of the- moving factors in the Re- 
fcrm-eub, was in Washington Saturday 
and' talked with several members of the 
administration.

sible, the propaganda of the free silver
